The Loss of Life and Property by the 
Storm is Tremendous. 



Kansas CKtt, April l.'i— I>ater re. 
porta bring addltloual details of the 
loss of Ufa and property by Tuei ' 
night's cyclone. Id Kansas the art 
the storm* was bounded by the three 
tier* of oountles from the eastern bor- 
der, nearly every oounty Buffering more 
or leas, Montgomery neunty, in the 
eattreme sou then Afm . pj^Wou, suffered 
the moat ' 

Parker, a IfWmlet ten miles south of 
Independiunoe, was totally destroyed. 
Many houses ware demolished and 
many other* were badly wrecked. Wal- 
nut, a village in Crawford oounty, also 
hi the southeastern port ion of the state, 
suffered severely in wrecked houses, 
but there was no loss of life. A meager 
dVpatch from that plaoe state* that It 
la feared that the loss of life In the out- 
laying district* ha* been great 

A dispatch from Hiawatha states that 
the storm has created great havoc 
throughout Brown oounty in the north- 
eastern part of the state. Several towns 
in the oounty were more or leas dam- 
aged and many live* are reported lost. 
The cyclone atruok MarleU, Kan., about 
6 o'clock, going from southwest 
northwest, and leaving much debris 
lis wake. 

The town* of Willis, Everest and 
Powhattaa were partly demolished and 
several people injured, though their 
1 Near Robin- 
ruck by light* 
, Masootah several 
i and a Mrs. Burls 
and her baby were badly Injured. 

That part of the cyclone which struck 
Walnut, Kan., continued northward, 
and entering Missouri, struck succes- 
sively the small towns of Moyview, 
P*pe City and Uigginsville, where, 
after doing considerable damage, it 
spent its force. At St Joseph a cy- 
clone working from west to east and 
covering a strip of country two miles 
wide and five miles long, caused con- 
siderable damage So vera! people were 
killed, among them a Mrs. Ward. Her 
husband was aeri crusty injured, as was 
also John Kholton. An unknown 
woman was also killed. Most of the 
people saw the storm coming in time to 
get into the cyclone caves and escaped 
injury. The loss here will amount to 
thousands of dollars. The damage to 
crops over both states will be great 
Fortunately, in most places in Kansas 
tbe corn had not beeu placed, had it 
been it would surely have been washed
